Section  3 Assignment:  Understanding  Drama 

Read  all  parts  of  your  assignment  carefully  and  record  your  answers  in  the  appropriate 
places. 

1.  In  Section  3,  you  were  introduced  to  the  dramatic  form,  and  you  studied  its  similarities  to  and 
differences  from  other  gem'es  in  literature.  You  learned  that  dramatic  writing  and  dramatic 
performance  require  knowledge  and  careful  planning.  Successful  dramatists  need  to  create 
situations,  characters,  and  conflicts  that  will  find  resonance  with  their  audience.  They  select 
words  and  dramatic  techniques  that  will  allow  them  to  achieve  their  intentions. 

Creating  script,  just  like  creating  other  kinds  of  writing,  is  an  excellent  way  to  learn  more 
about  the  dramatic  form.  In  addition,  as  a creator  of  script,  you  become  an  author  or 
playwright.  In  other  words,  you  create  text  that  can  be  read,  interpreted,  performed,  and 
enjoyed  by  others. 

As  you  know,  “Long  Walk  to  Forever”  is  a short  story  by  Kurt  Vonnegut.  However,  it  could 
be  adapted  for  the  stage.  Your  task  in  this  assignment  is  to  change  its  form  from  short  story  to 
drama.  In  order  to  do  this,  you  must  make  thoughtful  and  informed  choices. 


Hints  for  Responding  to  Questions  l.a.  to  l.e. 

• Reread  “Long  Walk  to  Forever”  at  least  one  more  time  before  you  begin  this 
assignment.  Read  it  with  all  five  parts  of  the  assignment  in  mind.  Take  notes  as  you  go, 
jotting  down  ideas  and  possibilities. 

• Before  you  begin,  review  significant  features  of  a stage  play  that  were  discussed  in 
Lesson  1 of  Section  3 of  the  module. 
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• Remember  that  scene  divisions  within  acts  often  appear  seamless  because  of  the  skill  of 
the  writer  or  director.  Nevertheless,  divisions  occur.  Some  are  made  because  of  setting 
(time,  location,  weather)  changes,  character  changes,  and  issues  to  do  with  plot, 
conflict,  or  theme. 

• There  are  subtle  techniques — such  as  changes  of  lighting,  props,  sets,  or  costumes — 
that  can  be  used  to  indicate  scene  changes.  As  a creator  of  dramatic  text,  you  must  be 
precise  about  the  choices  you  make  and  clear  about  your  reasons  for  making  those 
choices.

In  Section  3,  you  listened  and  responded  to  the  radio  drama  from  Jake  and  the  Kid.  In  a short 
composition  of  approximately  two  pages,  discuss  the  relevance  of  this  drama  to 
contemporary  audiences  such  as  yourself.  In  other  words,  what  can  a reader  and  listener  learn 
from  responding  to  the  radio  play?  Of  what  value  is  this  story  to  youth?  What  in  Jake  and  the 
Kid,  Episode  31,  “Gents  Don’t  Chaw,”  is  applicable  to  life  today? 


Remember  that  the  term  learning  has  to  do  with  growth  in  ideas,  skills,  and  knowledge.

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Section  4 Assignment:  The  One-Act  Play 

Read  all  parts  of  your  assignment  carefully  and  record  your  answers  in  the  appropriate 
places. 

1.  In  Section  4,  you  studied  two  one-act  plays.  In  so  doing,  you  learned  a great  deal  about  the 
conventions  of  drama  and  the  joys  and  surprises  one  can  find  there.  You  also  read  about  how 
drama  and  prose  fiction  share  many  similarities: 

• plot,  conflict,  setting,  and  character 

• mood  and  theme 

• language  used  for  effect 

Through  studying  one-act  plays,  you  were  reminded  that — unlike  prose  fiction — drama  has  at 
its  centre  a performance  component.  In  order  for  drama  to  be  successful,  the  playwright  must 
skilfully  create  and  employ  dramatic  techniques. 

In  Section  4:  Lesson  3,  you  created  an  initial  draft  of  a short  original  piece  of  drama. 

You’ll  now  complete  a polished  copy  of  that  script.  You'll  also  include  a preface  that 
communicates  essential  information  to  a reading  and  viewing  audience.  You’ll  conclude  by 
reflecting  on  aspects  of  the  writing  process. 

Before  you  go  any  further  with  this  assignment,  review  the  following  considerations  that 
were  discussed  in  Lesson  3.  See  if  you  attended  to  them  in  your  initial  draft.  If  you  did  not, 
you  should  do  so  now. 


Creating  a Script — Considerations  to  Review 

• Did  you  generate  possibilities  for  your  play  before  you  began  to  write  the  script?  You 
may  have  tried  freewriting,  mind-mapping,  webbing,  or  other  strategies. 

• Did  you  consider  audience  and  situation?  In  other  words,  for  whom  is  your  writing 
intended?  If  it  were  to  be  performed,  what  would  the  situation  be? 

• Did  you  think  about  how  you  would  gain  and  maintain  the  interest  of  the  audience?  Did 
you  choose  a controlling  idea  that  was  strong  enough  to  be  sustained  over  the  course  of 
three  to  four  pages  of  writing? 

• Did  you  make  a rough  outline  of  the  plot,  addressing  the  following  points? 

- how  to  begin  the  play  and  introduce  conllict 

- how  to  include  necessary  background  information 

- how  to  keep  the  action  going 

- whether  to  resolve  conilict 

- how  to  end  the  play  (or  segment  of  a play) 
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• Did  you  create  and  “flesh  out’’  the  characters?  Most  important,  did  you  consider  their 
diction?  In  other  words,  did  you  consider  the  way  the  characters  speak,  what  they  say, 
and  how  they  say  it? 


• Did  you  think  about  the  mood  and  theme  you  want  to  convey? 

• Did  you  pick  a setting  that  supports  the  plot,  theme,  and  mood? 

• Did  you  consider  elements  of  live  drama  such  as  the  following  ones? 

- stage  and  actor  directions 

- costumes 

- props  and  scenery 

- special  effects 

- scene  changes 

• Did  you  read  your  play  aloud  to  see  if  it  made  sense?  Is  it  easy  to  follow? 


a.  Preface  to  the  Script 

Include  brief  introductory  comments  as  a preface  to  your  script.  Write  what  you  think  a 
reader  or  viewer  would  need  to  know  to  better  understand  your  play.  Explain  if  your 
script  is  a complete  play  or  a segment  of  a longer  play.  If  you  are  writing  a segment, 
briefly  discuss  its  focus  in  relationship  to  the  rest  of  the  (unwritten)  play.  Include  other 
information  that  you  think  an  audience  would  need.
